Income Tax Rise 
Traced From Start 


Orginaliy Family Man With 
$5000 Net Paid $10. 
By LYLE C. WILSON 
WASHINGTON (U PD -T. Cole­ 
man Andrews, who collected in­ 
come tax in the early Eisenhower 
years, later had this to say: 
"The middle class is being taxed 
out of existence. The income tax 
is fulfilling the Marxist (Socialist' 
prophecy that the surest way to 
destroy a capitalistic society is by 
steeply graduated 
taxes 
and 
heavy levies on estates of people 
when they die.” 
If Karl Marx was right about 
that, the United States number is 
up. You wouldn't believe how light- 
ly the income tax tapped the pock­ 
etbook in the first .t ears after Re­ 
publican William Howard Taft pro 
posed it in 1910 and Democratic 
Woodrow Wilson began to collect 
it in 1913. President Kennedy is 
the eighth in office to be confront­ 
ed with the income tax riddle: How' 
to distribute the tax burden fair­ 
ly. 
Some lower tax brackets which 
are taxed substantially now escap­ 
ed income taxation altogether back 
in 1913. In that year. a married per. 
son with two dependents and a 
$5000 net income paid $10. At $8<mjo 
the bite was $40. rising to $60 on 
the $10,000 family: $260 on $25,000 
OO. 
Times have changed. Wars and 
the welfare state boosted taxes ov­ 
er the years until the $5000 family 
was paving around. $577. The $8000 
family paid $1282. The bite on $10, 
OOO became $1744; on $25,000, $7044. 
on $100,000. $50,032; on $500,000, 
$411,224. 
These figures, however, do not 
represent the actual highs 
and 
lows of income taxation. The re­ 
cord over the years as compliled 
by the Interna) Revenue Service 
shows income taxe* generally ris­ 
ing sharply under Democratic ad­ 
ministrations and declining under 
Republicans — not merely declin­ 
ing for rich folk, but for little fel­ 
lows, too. The proportionate Re­

WASHINGTON - When the in­ 
vasion strategy of the Cuban free­ 
dom fighters was being planned 
the Bay of the Pigs was selected 
as the landing spot because it 
was surrounded by a swamp. 
Three 
roads 
penetrated 
that 
swamp. 
However, 
the 
strategy 
was to mine these roads against 
the advance of Castro’* tanks. 
Then the Cuban rebels could hold 
out in the swamp and on the 
beach long enough to rouse the 
Cuban people to revolt. 
The plan. official'’ labeled "Op­ 
eration Pluto,” w'as ok’d by the 
Joint Chief* of Staff as entirely 
workable. In fact, they informed 
President Kenned' that it had a 
better chance of success than the 
CIA 
operation 
which overthrew 
the pro-Communist Arbenz regime 
in Guatemala. 
However, success of the plan 
depended not only on mining the 
three roads against tanks, but on 
knocking out Castro's planes. 
As reported in an earlier col­ 
umn. all the rebels’ aviation gas. 
tank mines, and anti-tank shells 
were loaded on the SS Rio Escon­ 
dido. a slow-moving Liberty ship 
which developed engine trouble, 
was able to make only four knots 
an hour, so was sent • I in ad­ 
vance of the other vessles. 
Arriving off the Bay of the 
Pigs, the Escondido was bombed 
by one of Castro’s planes. It suf­ 
fered almost a direct hit, and all 
the gasoline, tank mines, and anti­ 
tank shells sank to the bottom of 
the Bay of the Pigs. 
This made it impossible to mine 
the roads against Castro's tanks, 
also destroyed the anti-tank shells 
to combat them.

Castro’s planes were supposed to 
have been knocked out by a rebel 
raid over Havana on April IS. the 
Saturday prior to the invasion on 
Monday. April 17. The rebels had 
18 planes in their air force, of 
which eight participated in thia 
raid. They returned with reports 
and photograph* showing Castro’s 
air force destroyed. 
This was the worst intelligence 
error. The CIA which was sup­ 
posed to know the whereabouts 
of Castro's entire air force had 
failed to report that Castro had 
scattered other planes at various 
bases around the island.

head, sank the Escondido, and 
turned the beach into a booby 
trap. The freedom fighters had 
to take to the swamp. 
On the second day of fighting, 
the rebel beach commander, Ro­

The U.S. destroyers and air­

were mute. They had orders nut 
to intervene. 
Finally, early on the morning of 
April 19.
